PREFACE: 


© pious Anceſtors took care to ſet forth an Order for 
Redreſſe of many things, which they, then,by the 
Word diſcovered to be Vain,Erroncous, Superſtitious 
and Idolatrous in the publique Worſhip of God. This vecaftoned 
many Godly and Learned men to rejoyce much in the booke of 
Common-Prayer at that time ſet forth ; becauſethe Maſe, and 
the relt of theLatine-Service being removed;the publiqueWorſhip 
, was celebrated in our own Tongue;many of the common people

alſo received benefit by hearing the Scriptures read'in their owne 
Language,which formerly were unto them as a book that is ſea- 


led: Howbeit, long and ſad experience hath made it manifelt, 
Thar the Leiturgie uſed in the Church of Ergl/and(notwirhftan= 
ding all the painsand Religious intentionsof the Compilersof 
it) hath proved an offence, not onely to many of the Godly at 
h-me;but alſo tothe ReformedChurches abroad: Forgnot t» ſpeak 
of urging thereading of all the prayers, whiclr very greatly en- 
creaſed the burden of it; the many un profitable and burdenſome 
Ceremnies,contained in it, have occaſioned much miſchiefe, as 


- well by diſquicting the conſciences sf many godlyMiniſters and. 7 


N the beginning of the blefſedReformation,our wiſe and: 
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= people 'whs could not yecld unto themy as by depriving them of 
” the Ocdinancesof God,which-they might not enjoy without con- 


forming or ſubſcribing tothoſe Ceremonies. Sundry good chri- 


| Rians have been,by:meanstherofgkept from the Lords Table;and 
 diversable and taithinll Miniſters debarred from. the exerciſe of
